Merrymeeting Undergoes Repower 


In 2016 Maine Maritime 
Museum took a giant leap 
forward with its summer 
cruise program by purchasing 
a 56-foot vessel named 
Pied Piper from Chebeague 
Transportation Co. The 
museum renamed the vessel 
Merrymeeting in honor of 
Merrymeeting Bay, a rare and 
unique confluence of six rivers 
just north of Bath. 


Since 2016, Merrymeeting 
has carried more than 52,000 | | 
museum visitors and served : * 
as a floating educational 
platform sharing the historical 
and environmental stories 
of the Kennebec River and 
Merrymeeting Bay to school 
children and summer visitors 
alike. Recognizing the value of providing on-the-water experiences for 
our guests, the museum continues to invest in ensuring the longevity of 
Merrymeeting and our ability to offer these rich experiences. 


Through the 2020 season, Merrymeeting was powered with the original 
twin Detroit 892 engines that were installed in 1991 prior to the existence 
of modern emissions standards — the time has come to replace the original 
engines and bring the vessel up to today’s standards. Last year the museum 
applied for and received funding support from several sources including 
Maine Clean Marine Engines Program and The Merrymeeting Bay Trust to 


re-power Merrymeeting with new tier III engines that meet today’s stringent 
emissions standards. 


Over the winter Royal River Boatyard in Yarmouth has been busy removing 
the old engines and beginning the conversion to a more efficient Cummins 
QSL9 model that will carry the Merrymeeting forward on its education 
mission. We recognize the importance of doing our part to ensure a cleaner 
and healthier environment for future generations and reducing the carbon 
footprint of Merrymeeting is one step the Maine Maritime Museum is taking 
to help build a more sustainable operation.

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Boatshop Update

Discovery Boatbuilding Keeps Rolling 
The pandemic diminished, but didn’t 


delete, the museum’s longest running 
program. We began Fall 2020 with two 
classes participating in the Discovery 
Boatbuilding program. One class, 
South Bristol, is in its 26th year of 
boatbuilding at MMM. The small 

class size allowed everyone to safely 
learn woodworking and boatbuilding 
while physically distancing and abiding 
by all CDC guidelines. Our other 
participating school, West Bath School, 
had a much larger class of over 20 
students. At the principal’s request we 
attempted to teach the curriculum at school, and we spent the last couple weeks 
of August figuring out how to bring the program to the students. Teaching took 
place outside, next to the soccer field, into December. All work was done using 
8-foot plastic tables. This presented a challenge, but ultimately allowed us to 

get creative. We learned how to run a woodworking class, complete with vices, 
clamps, and other jigs attached to plastic tables — and without destroying them 
in the process. Challenges included wind storms that blew away weekly notes 
and our tent shelters, and one afternoon of sub-20-degree weather that kept the 
wood glue from setting, It was a very unique experience, and while complicated, 
showed the museum’s and the school’s commitment to the program. Luckily 

in January West Bath School decided to come back to the Boatshop. Given the 


mild winter, we were able to open the shop’s large windows almost daily to allow 
for increased ventilation. 


2021 Raffle Boat 


We are excited to announce that the 2021 raffle boat is on display in Sewall 
Hall and tickets are available! This year we were generously donated an 1 1-foot, 
Whitehall-style rowing boat, dubbed the “courting” Whitehall. Originally began 
as a class project at Wooden Boat School, this boat was given to the museum 
roughly 80% complete. This small, lightweight, yet beautiful and fast rowboat 
was designed by longtime Wooden Boat teacher and master boatbuilder Greg 
Rossell, who modeled it after a design from the late 19th century. The courting 
Whitehall is a great first rowing boat or, a great addition to any wooden boat 
armada. It is traditionally built with cedar planks on white oak frames, accented 
with cherry and mahogany brightwork. We are grateful and honored to be able 
to complete this boat and offer it as a beautiful raffle boat for 2021. 


Watercraft Update 


It is well known the museum has a large small craft collection, but how much do 
you really know about it? Many of these vessels were donated in the “70s and ‘80s, 
when the Apprenticeshop and Restorationshop flourished at Maine Maritime 
Museum. Many of these boats were donated as study pieces for apprentices to 
learn about construction techniques, and to serve as models for replication. Many 
were in rough shape, and most have sat, undercover, for the last 30 to 40 years. 

In addition, the collection includes some larger vessels: sail boats, power boats, 
interesting designs from prolific builders around the state. The museum recently 
decided to devote time and resources to what we are calling “rationalizing the 
collection:” refining it, understanding it, and explaining it to the public. The 
museum recently voted to undertake fundraising efforts to improve the basement 
of the Boatshop, known on campus as C-Deck, to serve as an exhibit space for 
the preservation and restoration of many of these vessels. Our goal is to create 

an active exhibit, where visitors will observe volunteers using traditional skills to 
restore various boats in the collection. By consulting with outside experts, we are 
learning more about the strengths of our collection, and where there may exist 
possible holes and deficiencies. We are also crafting a preservation plan that will 
help us discern which vessels are best to add to the collection, as space permits. 
We have an ambitious plan, but we are confident we can raise the level of our 
small craft collection to national prominence.

Forging a Path Forward: The Value of Museum Education

How do you introduce the tremendous 
impact of Revolutionary War-era 
economics in maritime Maine in a way 
that seems interesting to a group of 

15 middle-schoolers? While teaching 
social studies as part of Maine Maritime 
Museum’s Alternative Expeditionary 
Learning Semester (AELS), I found 
my answer in an 18th century logbook 
owned by a merchant family and now 
housed in the museum’ archives. 


I asked students to look closely and 
decipher the scrawling handwriting as 
I posed an essential question: If you 
were this merchant family, would you 
remain loyal to King George III or 
boycott the Stamp Act? “Boycott!” most 
students exclaimed before diving into 
the assignment. The logbook’s scribbles are fairly generic: navigation problems, 
merchant records, and a ship log. The true discovery I was hoping they would 
find lay underneath the 18th century inscriptions. When held to the light, every 
page is clearly watermarked with the royal insignia of King George III. Upon 
discovering this intriguing detail and its implications, the weight of the class's 
decision between revolution and loyalty became clearer. Britain regulated paper

and war would disrupt supply. If you don’t have paper, you can’t keep a ship’s log. 
No logbook, no navigation; no navigation, no commerce. The call for revolution 
was no longer a simple decision. After studying the watermark up close, one 


student looked up at me and said, “I get it now.” That is when I knew we were on 
to something. 


The success of the AELS program reminds us of the fundamental value of 
museum education: making history and heritage relevant to a new generation by 
way of the unique learning opportunities afforded only by museum collections. 
Had the students experienced the logbook through a transcription or photo, 

the tactile discovery of the watermark would have been lost. Like museum 
collections, history is simply a collection of human stories that survived the test 
of time. How we learn from history is rooted in how we experience it, and the 
connections we are able to make. 


This summer, the museum will debut Crosscurrents: Youth Learning & 
Leadership Program in July 2021. This three-week summer enrichment 
experience incorporates the same experiential learning approach used in AELS. 
Educators will use the environmental and cultural history of the Kennebec River 
as their inspiration for experiences with the museum collection, local ecology on 
board the museum's watercraft, and traditional skills in the blacksmith forge and 
Boatshop. This program is geared for rising 7th and 8th graders. Visit the website
